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Top of the Tower 


The last weekend of June was a busy time for Hams 
with PaddleFest and Field Day activi- 
ties. This year I decided to help with 
Paddle Fest and see what it was all 
about. Lynn Ernst WD8JAW has taken 
the lead for this event for several years 
now and practically has the preparation 
down to a science. I accompanied Lynn 
to meetings with the Paddle Fest com- 
mittee and the Coast Guard. Various 
plans were discussed and prepared for 
the big day. I wondered how big a role 
we would play in the overall event. The day started out 
with all the amateur radio operators going to their as- 
signed boats and locations (AJ4DK Don the Coast 
Guard command boat), (AI4IP Tony the Thomas More 
College boat), WD8JCT Greg another TMC boat), 

( AK3Q Robert a TMC boat),( KD8BNS Greg on the 
Coast Guard power Squadron boat), (KD8HPK John 
PS Boat),(KI4QH Dave PS Boat), ( KD4PYR Rick as- 
sisted the Race Director), (WD8JAW Lynn Assisted 
the Safety Director), (KI4AVO Dann Assisted the 
Event Chairman), and KB4VKS Mike was our net con- 
trol that kept the information moving. 


The following are some of my observations. During 
the race a radio operator on the Thomas More College 
Boat passed traffic to the Paddle Fest race director on 
racer status at different legs of the race. One of the 


TMC boats marine radio failed to work properly so the 
Ham on that boat was the only way to 
communicate race and safety informa- 
tion. Other hams handled small problems 
that came up, such as racers being sum- 
moned to the starting line, supplies not in 
correct locations, or simple requests for 
people to check their cell phones. Other 
radio operators were with the Coast 
Guard and the Safety Director, passing 
traffic as safety concerns unfolded. Mes- 
sages were relayed through Hams on 
various boats that were not intended for river use and 
needing to be brought back to the starting point. First 
time canoe participants were shadowed and eventually 
picked up and brought to the finish point. There was a 
medical emergency where amateur radio operators re- 
layed information to the safety director on the situation 
while hams to a active role in clearing dock areas of 
canoes and people, allowing the police boat and arriv- 
ing emergency vehicles passage. They also provided 
information via radio to the EMS team regarding this 
emergency. 


In all I think the amateur radio operators stepped up to 
the small and large tasks that came their way in a pro- 
fessional manner that was noted and appreciated 
throughout the event by members of the Paddle Fest 
staff.

TIM 
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Field Day Recap

The forecast was for hot and humid weather, and 
by Jove, that’s what we got! But then, it wouldn’t 
really be Field Day without some sort of chal- 
lenge from Mother Nature, would it? (And the 
heat wasn’t the end of it...) 


Nevertheless, by all accounts — well, by my ac- 
count, at least — Field Day 2010 was another 
successful joint effort by the Northern Kentucky 
Amateur Radio Club and the KY District 7 Ama- 
teur Radio Emergency Team. I was present from 
set-up on Saturday morning until tear-down Sun- 
day afternoon, and the following is a rough sketch 
from memory of the events as they unfolded. 
Names have not been changed to protect the inno- 
cent. 


As Field Day usually falls on the same weekend 
as Paddlefest, it’s usually a challenge to find peo- 
ple who are available to help with set-up on Satur- 
day morning. I was therefore pleased to see Dave 
Core, K8WDA, already waiting in the parking lot 
as I pulled in at around 9:00 a.m.. John Bennet, 
WD8NMV\V, appeared shortly thereafter, with the 
KD7ARET radio trailer in tow. Greg and Judy 
May, W2ORO and WIORO, and Tim Lawrence, 
KJ4HPG also turned up, as did Roger Schmitt, 


KYA4RS. Hey, I think that’s a quorum, or at least 
enough people to start erecting antennas! 


Dipoles were the antenna of choice. In my case, it 
was my faithful 40-meter all-band doublet. The 
KD7ARET station used a 40-meter dipole which 
of course also worked well on 15 meters. Joe 
Stern arrived (almost late for the party) with his 
usual 20-meter delta loop, feeding the Icom rig he 
acquired at this year’s Hamvention. 


Roger set up a PSK31 station with some sort of 
improvised antenna. Unfortunately, he experi- 
enced lock-up problems with his laptop, and was 
only able to complete a handful of contacts. 

It was lunch time before we knew it, and Dave 
Core generously treated us all to sandwiches from 
Subway. 


By the 2:00 p.m. start time, most stations were up 
and running. I was pleased to find that 10 Meters 
was open, with good paths to Florida and the 
Northeast. It’s never hard to find a quiet spot on 
10 (compared with the insanity on 20 and 40), so 
I spent a bit of quality time running stations on 
SSB. 


Being Field Day co-chair, I had to interrupt my 
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operating rather frequently to deal with various 
issues and to welcome visitors who dropped by. A 
constant breeze through the shelter kept operating 
conditions quite tolerable, though certainly not as 
tolerable as the conditions found within the 
KD7ARET air-conditioned trailer! 


By mid-afternoon, tired Paddlefest volunteers be- 
gan trickling into the Field Day site, bearing 
strange tales of mythical blue kayaks. 


Once I established a head-count on the number of 
people who would be staying for supper, I headed 
off to Remke’s for charcoal, JTM burgers, Big 
Red Smokeys and a number of side dishes. Greg 
and Judy supplied cookies and Tony White’s wife 
Cathy supplied delicious brownies for dessert. 
(Tony also donated a much-needed cooler full of 
ice!) A fine feast was enjoyed by all. 


Visitors continued to come and go through the 
evening, until only Joe and I were left by 11:00 
p.m. I was knackered from running around in the 
heat all day, and retired to the comfort of my one- 
man backpacking tent, which I had set up earlier a 
few hundred feet from the shelter. The heat and 
humidity made sleeping difficult though, so I sim- 
ply laid on top of my sleeping bag, counting fire- 
flies and listening to dogs barking in the distance. 


I must have finally fallen asleep at some point, be- 
cause I woke up at around 4:00 and heard the gen- 
erator running, which meant that Joe was back in 
action. I dragged myself back to the shelter, where 
Joe reported that he had just worked two VK 


(Australian) stations and two Hawaiian stations on 
20 M. 


I converted my doublet to an 80M top-loaded ver- 
tical by tying the ends of the feedline together and 
stringing out a single radial along the ground. I 
found 80 M to be in rather poor shape though, 
even for CW, with very few stations popping out 
of the noise. 


By 9:00 a.m. I was becoming rather hungry, when, 
like an angel of mercy, my wife Lylah called and 
offered to pick up some breakfast at Mickey D’s 
for Joe and I. While waiting for the food to arrive, 
I set up my Elecraft K2 and made five contacts to 
qualify for the Natural Power bonus. (My K2 was 
powered from an internal gel-cell battery that had 
been charged with a solar panel the previous day.) 


A few other ops began trickling in, and the QSO 
counter started climbing again. At around 12:30, I 
was chatting with Lynn and Tony when Lynn’s 
wife called and warned us about some bad weather 
on the way. We looked to the southwest and fi- 
nally noticed the dark cloud wall that had been 
rapidly approaching. We quickly realized that it 
was time to pull the plug and start tearing down 
early. We barely had time to get a couple of anten- 
nas down before the storm hit. Strong winds drove 
the rain sideways through the shelter, and we 
scrambled to cover up as much gear as we could. 
When the storm cleared, we started cleaning up 
the mess that was left behind. Fortunately, there 
didn’t appear to be any serious damage. 


By 2:30 pretty much everything was packed away, 
and I headed home for a shower.

Having a Hamfest Sanctioned is a Two-Way Street 


ear 


Most hamfests or swaps of which I am aware apply to be 
sanctioned by ARRL. This is a very nice and appropriate 
action to take. It gets special mention of the event in QST, 
automatically has nice door prizes sent to the hamfest com- 
mittee and lets the committee choose from among a variety 
of free handouts to offer hams and would-be hams who at- 
tend. This is good, but this is not all that is involved in the 
agreement between the hamfest committee and ARRL that 
leads to receiving ARRL sanctioning. 


Sanctioning involves a two-way agreement -- an agreement 
that ARRL will take certain actions that benefit the hamfest 
committee and an agreement that the hamfest committee will 
take certain actions that will benefit ARRL. From time to 
time, the actions to be agreed change as technology and the 
situation related to hamfests change. Just as candidates for a 
license exam should be certain study the current study 
guide and not assume a guide from three or even one 
years ago is up-to-date, so too, hamfest committee 

AY members should not assume the agreement for sanc- 
tioning that existed in the past is still valid. As is true 
= in the business world, one should read an agreement 

§ before signing it. 


The main points of the actions hamfest committees 
agree to take when they apply to have their hamfest 
sanctioned can be found at 
http://www.arrl.org/files/file/convhf_final.pdf The docu- 
ment this link leads to is the ARRL Convention and Hamfest 
Planner. Although primarily a guide of suggestions for hold- 
ing successful conventions and hamfests, this guide also 
discusses the actions hamfest committees agree to take in 
exchange to have their even sanctioned. These discussions 
most particularly are on p. 16 and again on pp. 22-24. 


Applying to have a hamfest or convention sanctioned is done 
using the online form at http://www.arrl.org/hamfest- 
convention-application. The first step in the approval proc- 
ess for these applications is a review in the Membership & 
Volunteer Programs (MVP) department at HQ. After MVP 
review, the applications are forwarded to the division Direc- 
tor for approval. Because this process is conducted via the 
Internet, most applications to have hamfests sanctioned 
makes the rounds from receipt at HQ to final approval in 
about three days. 


The sanctioning process is lengthened when it involves a 
convention. In these instances, the ARRL Executive Com- 
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mittee is added to the approval circuit. The EC typically 
meets once each month. Depending on when the application 
is received, as long as eight weeks may be needed for final 
approval of a convention.

Michigan SM Dale Williams, 
WAS8EFK was nominated to the Committee by your Director 
and was named its Chairman by President Craigie. There is 
one Committee member from each of the 15 ARRL Divi- 
sions as well as an additional member who represents the 
Radio Amateurs of Canada (RAC). RAC is the Canadian 
national Amateur Radio organization. 


SWODXA Operates W1AW/8 in IARU 'test 


The Southwest Ohio DX Association (SWODXA) will oper- 
ate as W1AW/8 during the coming International Amateur 

Radio Association (IARU) HF Contest. The club will put 11 
stations on the air on bands from 160 meters through 10 me- 
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ters from members' stations in several SW Ohio counties. 
The contest is July 10-11. 


Felon Hams: Sticky Issues 


Members contact me every now and then about hams who 
are convicted felons. They are concerned that the ARRL 
allows these amateurs to hold elected office in a local club, 
or to belong to ARRL. The initial comment usually leads to 
a statement that the League should not allow people with 
serious criminal records to participate in activities associated 
with it. 


Although the concerns expressed are understandable, we 
need to remember that the US Constitution and our laws 
mostly treat persons who have completed punishment for 
crimes as having paid their debt to society. With exception, 
these people are not expected to be at continual jeopardy of 
further penalty for the same crime. 


In Amateur Radio life, the result is that the FCC permits 
many felons to retain their amateur licenses. The Commis- 
sion determines on a case-by-case basis who among these 
will lose their licenses. At least until the Commission takes 
a license from someone, there is little or nothing ARRL can 
do to refuse membership or to bar them from holding a posi- 
tion or membership in a group. 


If action is to be taken to keep any amateur out of a position 
of authority in a local club, it needs to be taken by local ama- 
teurs. It is they who select members to be officers and to fill 
appointed positions in their clubs. If a member has already 
been elected or appointed to a club position, the club consti- 
tution and by-laws nearly always provide the means for re- 
moving them from the position. This provision may simply 
be a reference to the use of parliamentary procedures includ- 
ing Robert's Rules of Order. 


Similarly, if local amateurs believe a licensee should be 
stripped of a ham license, send the FCC all information con- 
sidered relevant to having the license revoked. 


To sum up, ARRL is not an omnipotent organization that is 
allowed to override Constitutional rights. This leaves us as 
individuals in the position in which we need to remain vigi- 
lant to protect others and ourselves, but not to act as vigilan- 
tes in accomplishing this. Use the law and generally ac- 
cepted social processes in the manner they are intended to be 
used whenever it becomes necessary to protect the rights of 
ourselves and others.
